VISITORS  OF  THE  COUNTY  ASYLUM  FOR  LUNATICS, 

STAFFORD, 

PRESENTED  TO  THE 

COURT  OF  QUARTER  SESSIONS,  JANUARY  2nd,  1865. 


Since  the  1st  of  January,  1864,  225  lunatics  have  been 
admitted  into  your  Asylum,  of  which  number  112  were 
males  and  113  females. 

100  have  been  discharged  recovered,  and  76  have 
died. 

Of  the  613  patients  now  on  the  books,  81  have  been 
boarded  and  lodged  out  at  other  Establishments, — • 
leaving  an  average  of  513  in  the  County  Asylum  during 
the  year. 

Within  the  last  three  months,  due  notice  has  been 
t  received  for  the  removal  of  the  female  lunatics  now  in 
tl  Chester  Asylum, — of  which  number  10  have  been 
already  re-admitted  into  your  Asylum. 

Notice  for  the  removal  of  the  remaining  lunatics, 
1 1  both  male  and  female,  now  boarded  out,  has  been  given 
by  us ;  in  anticipation  of  the  accommodation  to  be 
(  provided  at  Burntwood  for  this  County. 

Thirty  have  been  already  transferred  to  that  build¬ 
ing,  and  although  the  female  department  of  your 
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Asylum  will  doubtless  be  much  crowded,  room  may 
be  found  for  the  whole  of  the  remaining  pauper  lunatics 
belonging  to  the  County  ;  until  the  entire  accommodation 
for  which  Burntwood  is  constructed  can  be  made 
available. 

In  consequence  of  the  excessive  dryness  of  the  last 
Summer,  and  the  want  of  sufficient  water  to  dilute 
the  sewerage  from  the  Gaol  and  County  Asylum,  com¬ 
plaints  have  been  made  by  certain  authorities  in  the 
town  of  a  nuisance,  and  proceedings  have  been  taken ; — 
although  the  system  of  irrigation  now  in  use  has  been 
in  operation  for  more  than  twenty-five  years,  without 
any  previous  complaints  having  ever  been  made. 

Your  Committee  have  therefore  seriously  considered 
the  best  steps  to  take  for  the  purpose  of  meeting  the 
complaints  brought  against  them  ;  and  have  agreed  to 
apply  to  this  Court  for  a  sum  of  £350,  to  enable  them 
to  adopt  a  plan  of  disinfecting  the  sewerage,  and 
rendering  it  imputrescible ;  a  system  which  has  met 
with  the  approval  of  authorities  best  acquainted  with 
the  subject,  and  has  been  adopted  by  Mr.  McDougall 
at  Carlisle  and  other  districts  with  success. 

Various  obstacles,  incidental  to  all  new  buildings, 
have  until  recently,  delayed  the  opening  of  your  new 
Auxiliary  Asylum  at  Burntwood,  near  Lichfield  ;  but 
at  length  a  portion  of  the  lunatics  have  been  trans¬ 
ferred  there,  under  the  charge  of  Dr.  Davis,  the 
Assistant  Medical  Officer  of  the  County  Asylum,  and 
an  adequate  staff  of  officers  and  servants. 

As  the  building  approaches  completion,  a  larger 
number  will  be  shortly  sent,  and  an  ultimate  saving 
of  the  extra  maintenance  of  those  lunatics  boarded 
out  at  other  Asylums  will  be  effected.  By  this  gradual 
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transfer  of  patients,  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  a  saving  in 
the  charge  for  their  treatment,  whilst  under  care  in  the 
County  Asylum,  may  be  made. 

Although  the  original  Institution  has  been  much 
over-crowded  throughout  the  year,  we  are  pleased  to 
say  that  the  state  of  the  patients  has  been  satisfactory 
and  orderly, — the  building  in  excellent  condition,— 
and  the  whole  of  the  officers  and  attendants  attentive 
to  their  duties.

The  Staffordshire  Pauper  Lunatics  in  other  Asylums 
are  92  in  number,  viz.  : —

The  criminal  patients  are  14  men  and  one  woman, 
i  Inquests  have  been  held  in  three  cases,  the  particulars 
I  of  which  were  at  the  time  duly  reported  to  the  Board, 
i  viz. : — 1.  Exhaustion,  the  patient,  a  female,  having  been 
received  with  a  cut  throat.  2.  Fracture  of  ribs  and 
injury  of  spine.  3.  Suffocation  from  food.  The  two 
patients  last  referred  to  were  of  the  male  sex. 

There  has  not  for  two  years  and  upwards  been  any 
instance  of  mechanical  restraint  or  seclusion. 
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The  sanitary  condition  of  the  Asylum  appears  to  be 
good.  The  patients  last  registered  as  under  medical  treat¬ 
ment  for  bodily  ailments  were  four  in  the  male  and  five 
in  the  female  division.

We  have  to  report  the  following  amongst  other 
improvements  since  the  last  visit : — 

1.  The  General  Hall,  which  is  77  feet  long  by  87  in 
width  and  85  feet  high,  was  opened  with  an  entertain¬ 
ment  at  Whitsuntide,  and  about  a  week  before  our  visit. 
Male  patients  to  the  number  of  about  170  commenced 
dining  in  the  Hall.  On  the  day  of  our  first  visit  we  saw 
167  at  dinner,  and  their  demeanour  was  most  orderly. 
The  patients  so  dining  were  from  Wards  2,  3,  5,  and  6. 

2.  The  Kitchen  Offices  have  been  enlarged  and  im¬ 
proved. 

3.  The  Laundry  has  been  materially  improved,  1 
amongst  other  means,  by  the  substitution  of  skylights  \ 
for  the  old  windows. 

4.  The  Carpenters'  Shop  has  been  converted  into  one 
for  Plumbers  and  Glaziers,  and  a  new  Carpenters'  Shop 
has  been  constructed  on  the  first  floor  of  a  building,  the 
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ground  floor  of  which  will  be  appropriated  as  an  extra 
Wash-house,  &c. 

W  e  found  the  patients  generally  free  from  excitement, 
and,  with  some  exceptions  in  the  Female  Division,  their 
personal  condition  was  upon  the  whole  satisfactory. 

The  several  Corridors,  Day  Rooms,  Dormitories,  Beds 
and  Bedding  were  clean  and  in  proper  order. 

Much  papering  and  painting  are  required  in  many 
parts,  and  the  Basement  Wards  especially  greatly  need 
improvement  in  the  way  of  furniture  and  decorations. 

Hand  rails  are  wanting  to  all  the  staircases,  blinds 
to  many  dormitory  windows,  and  matting  upon  all  floors 
not  boarded. 

In  reference  to  the  recent  cases  of  death  from  fracture 
of  ribs,  &c.,  which  occurred  in  a  water  closet,  we  suggest 
the  substitution  of  swing  doors  for  those  at  present  open¬ 
ing  only  inwards. 

The  earliest  arrangement  should  be  adopted  for  enlarg¬ 
ing  the  principal  male  airing  ground,  which  in  relation 
:  to  the  number  of  patients — upwards  of  200  occasionally, 
i  and  generally  on  Sundays — congregate  therein,  is  quite 
inadequate.  It  is  the  only  airing  ground  appropriated  to 
the  patients  in  Wards  2,  3,  5,  6,  and  7. 

The  Medical  Records  are  well  kept.  The  Case  Books 
are  regularly  and  frequently  entered  up  by  Dr.  Davis, 
the  Assistant  Medical  Officer. 

The  condition  and  management  of  the  Asylum  con¬ 
tinue  to  be  very  creditable  to  Dr.  Bower  and  the  other 
officers  acting  under  him.

ANNUAL  REPORT  OE  THE  SUPERINTENDENT. 


My  Lords  and  Gentlemen, 

From  careful  calculation  of  the  numbers  admitted  Increase, 
into  the  Asylum  during  the  last  ten  years,  there 
appears  to  be  an  average  increase  of  28  lunatics  per 
annum,  of  which  number  1 6  per  cent,  were  males, 
and  12  females. 

Out  of  the  618  now  upon  the  books,  81  are  Residence, 
boarded  out  at  the  County  Asylum,  Chester,  and 
the  Retreat  at  Haydock  Lodge,  whilst  30  have 
been  sent  to  the  auxiliary  Asylum,  at  Burntwood, 
near  Lichfield ;  leaving  502  lunatics  now  resident 
in  the  County  Asylum  at  Stafford. 

As  the  building  at  Burntwood  progresses  towards 
completion,  more  lunatics  will  be  transferred  there ; 
and  by  the  diminution  in  numbers  thus  acquired, 
adequate  accommodation,  for  those  now  placed  out 
at  other  Asylums,  will  be  obtained  at  Stafford. 

As  due  notice  has  been  given  for  the  removal  of 
all  the  lunatics  from  Chester  and  Haydock  Lodge, 
which  notice  will  shortly  expire,  their  removal  back 
i  to  the  Asylum  at  Stafford  may  shortly  be  calculated 
:  upon ;  and  the  extra  cost  for  the  maintenance  of 
i  Staffordshire  pauper  lunatics  in  other  counties  will 
1 1  thus  be  saved.

Two  hundred  and  twenty-five  patients  were 
admitted  in  the  year  1864, — a  number  slightly  in 
excess  of  the  year  before, — the  admissions  for  1863 
having  amounted  to  219  only. 

Out  of  these  admissions,  the  number  having  the 
disorder  in  an  acute  state,  was  somewhat  less  than 
in  former  years ;  and  as  cures  are  principally  effected 
in  those  suffering  from  acute  mania,  the  proportion 
restored  to  a  sound  state  of  mind  has  also  been  less 
in  number. 

The  numerous  cases  suffering  from  dementia, 
chronic  mania,  and  epileptic  mania, — forms  of 
insanity  almost  invariably  incurable  but  frequently 
of  many  years  duration, — tend  to  crowd  the  wards 
with  chronic  lingering  cases,  and  do  not  warrant  any 
hope  of  diminution  in  numbers,  but  rather  show  the 
certainty  of  a  steady  and  progressive  increase  of 
those  under  treatment.  29  of  those,  now  resident, 
alone  hold  out  any  prospect  of  ultimate  recovery ; — 
the  remaining  473 — a  great  proportion  of  whom 
have  been  in  the  Asylum  for  many  years, — are 
considered  quite  incurable  and  likely  to  continue 
inmates  for  life. 

Upwards  of  one-fifth  of  those  under  care  suffer 
from  epileptic  fits,  amounting  to  109; — a  class  of 
lunatics  who  present  no  hope  of  improvement,  and 
who,  by  their  violence  and  dangerous  character¬ 
istics,  entail  great  anxiety  and  watchfulness  upon 
all  who  come  into  contact  with,  or  have  charge 
of  them. 

Eleven  only  of  those  admitted  were  even  in 
tolerable  health;  while  the  remaining  214  were 
found  in  various  stages  of  bodily  as  well  as  mental 
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disease, — feeble,  exhausted,  broken  down  in  con¬ 
dition,  and  with  small  vital  power  left. 

Five  of  the  admissions  were  persons  with  self- 
inflicted  wounds  of  the  throat,  and  in  almost  all  the 
others,  some  form  of  disease  of  the  brain  was  found 
to  exist. 

Notwithstanding  the  very  prostrate  and  ex¬ 
hausted  condition  of  the  majority  of  those  received 
during  the  year,  it  will  be  found  that  most  of  the 
recoveries  occurred  in  such  recent  instances ;  and  in 
forming  an  estimate  of  the  curable  cases  under  treat¬ 
ment,  the  chief  prospect  of  a  restoration  to  a  sound 
state  of  mind  will  always  be  found  among  such  fresh 
admissions. 

The  numbers  discharged  in  1864  did  not  equal  Discharges, 
those  of  the  preceding  year  ;  still  in  estimating  the 
general  average  recovery  of  lunatics,  the  amount 
appears  large,  and  bears  favourable  comparison  with 
the  statistics  of  former  times. 

Lengthened  experience  clearly  shows  that  the  Treatment, 
system  of  coercion,  punishment,  and  restraint,-— for¬ 
merly  adopted,  but  now  happily  in  a  great  measure 
abolished, — only  aggravates  and  perpetuates  the 
mental  derangement :  on  the  other  hand,  it  is  found 
that  the  system,  generally  now  pursued,  of  yielding 
to  the  fantastic  caprices  of  patients  where  harmless  ; 
soothing  the  paroxysms  of  excitement,  and  at  the 
same  time  exercising  a  due  amount  of  firmness  and 
caution,  conduces  most  effectually  in  promoting  the 
recovery  of  the  most  excited ;  and  where  recovery  is 
not  possible,  in  restraining  the  violent  propensities 
of  those  afflicted.

The  low  type  of  insanity  which  was  noticed  in 
the  Report  of  last  year,  as  having  been  the  prevailing 
form,  still  continues  to  come  under  notice.  The  feeble 
state  of  vitality  and  broken-down  constitutions  of 
the  majority  of  those  admitted,  in  some  degree 
accounts  for  this  low  form  of  insanity ;  whilst  at  the 
same  time  this  very  infirm  state  both  of  mind  and 
body,  renders  the  prospect  of  recovery  more  uncer¬ 
tain  ;  and  by  the  diminished  power  of  reaction  in  the 
system,  causes  more  persons  to  succumb  to  the  disease, 
and  increases  the  amount  of  deaths  on  the  records. 
Insanity  at  all  times,  even  in  its  most  violent  and 
excited  form,  is  a  disease  of  debility,  and  is  always 
followed  by  a  corresponding  amount  of  exhaustion, 
commensurate  in  its  intensity  with  the  previous 
excitement ; — still  if  the  disease  can  be  met  with 
in  its  active  and  primary  stage,  hopes  of  recovery 
may  be  held  out ;  but  when  this  excited  condition 
has  passed  and  exhaustion  has  begun,  the  relief 
which  medical  treatment  affords  is  but  slight  and 
doubtful. 

Not  only  has  a  great  change  taken  place  in  the 
moral  management  of  lunatics  in  recent  years,  but 
the  medical  treatment  has  also  been  much  ameli¬ 
orated  : — probably  the  change  in  type  above  alluded 
to  may  indicate  a  milder  form  of  dealing  with 
mental  disease,  but  be  that  as  it  may,  the  depleting 
and  antiphlogistic  remedies,  so  actively  in  use  in 
former  times,  are  now  abolished;  whilst  a  stimulat¬ 
ing  and  generous  system, — more  in  consonance  with 
the  debilitated  condition  of  the  object  under  care, — ■ 
proves  most  successful,  and  greatly  adds  to  the 
amount  of  recoveries. 
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Seventy-six  lunatics  have  died  during  the  year,  Deaths, 
and  of  these  65  have  presented  some  one  of  the  many 
phases  of  disease  of  the  brain. 

Amongst  the  various  kinds  of  cerebral  disease 
under  observation,  there  have  been  12  cases  of 
general  paralysis  received ;  and  as  in  former  years  so 
now,  this  disease  has  formed  a  prominent  feature 
in  the  registry  of  the  Asylum, — a  disease  at  all 
times  painful  to  witness  and  perfectly  hopeless  to 
treat. 

Seventeen  have  died  from  this  mysterious  and 
little  known  complaint,  and  still  a  considerable 
number  of  patients  afflicted  with  it  remain, — only  to 
linger  on  a  few  months  and  to  increase  the  amount 
of  mortality  in  succeeding  years. 

The  deaths  from  other  causes,  have  been  pretty 
equally  distributed  amongst  the  ordinary  class  of 
complaints,  incidental  to  Asylums,  and  shew  with 
what  depressing  elements  of  disease,  persons  con¬ 
nected  with  the  treatment  of  the  insane  have  to 
i  contend. 

The  causes  of  insanity  in  those  admitted  differ  Causes, 
but  little  from  those  of  former  years : — intem¬ 
perance, — trouble, — and  hereditary  predisposition, 
i  form  a  total  of  121  cases  out  of  the  225  admitted. 

With  very  few  exceptions  bodily  diseases  have 
been  found  more  or  less  developed  at  the  time  of 
admission ;  and  doubtless  have  in  most,  if  not  all  of 
the  cases  presented  to  notice,  contributed  to,  if  not 
caused,  the  unsound  state  of  mind. 

Although  the  prevention  of  lunacy  is  in  many  Prevention  of 
cases  beyond  human  control,  still  numerous  Insanit^‘ 
instances  do  occur  where  the  malady  can  cleaidy  be 
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Occupation. 


traced  to  preventable  causes, — such  as  intemperance, 
and  intermarriage  among  families  predisposed  to 
insanity,  and  with  hereditary  taint. 

Although  whilst  writing  on  this  subject  it  may 
be  allowable  to  allude  to  these  causes,  still  it  is 
quite  hopeless  to  expect,  in  the  present  state  of 
society,  that  any  good  results  from  the  knowledge 
of  the  these  facts  should  follow. 

Great  as  may  be  the  benefit  from  judicious 
medical  treatment  in  insanity,  yet  it  is  principally 
from  the  moral  and  physical  management  of  the 
disorder  that  the  most  perceptible  good  results  are 
to  be  anticipated. 

The  alacrity  with  which  discharged  lunatics 
return  to  the  walls  of  an  Asylum,  on  a  recurrence  of 
their  complaints,  shews  their  appreciation  of  the  mild 
treatment  now  universally  practised  in  public 
Asylums ;  and  contributes,  by  the  contented  spirit 
which  it  produces,  to  assist  considerably  in  hasten¬ 
ing  recovery  :  yet  even  now,  to  those  unacquainted 
with  the  treatment,  great  misapprehension  exists, 
and  great  horror  of  incarceration  continues  very 
unnecessarily  to  be  entertained. 

The  wise  provisions  made  by  law,  for  the  main¬ 
tenance  and  care  of  pauper  lunatics,  contribute 
greatly  to  prevent  abuse  on  the  part  of  those  con¬ 
nected  with  the  treatment ;  and  in  many  respects 
contrast  most  favourably  with  the  accommodation, 
and  care  of  persons  in  a  higher  class  of  life,  when  ji 
attacked  with  lunacy. 

Amusement, — occupation, — generous  diet, — kind¬ 
ness, — indulgence  whenever  practicable, — complete  j- 
absence  of  punishment,  —  and  a  watchful  care 
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through  the  different  stages  of  the  disorder,  form 
the  principal  items  in  the  system  in  use  in  this 
Asylum ;  but  at  the  same  time,  bearing  in  mind 
the  liability  to  injury  and  the  loss  of  reason, 
protection  from  accidents  and  injuries  is  afforded  as 
far  as  practicable,  and  the  liabilities  to  suicide 
guarded  against. 

Labour  in  the  open  air, — games, — country  walks, 
pic-nics, — with  dancing,  and  music  are  in  constant 
use,  much  to  the  gratification  and  cheerful  behaviour 
of  the  patients : — in  addition  to  which, — instruction 
at  school, — and  constant  and  regular  attendance 
upon  divine  worship  at  chapel,  are  found  to  con¬ 
tribute  materially  in  producing  the  calm  state  of 
mind  which  always  precedes  recovery. 

The  health  of  the  inmates  of  the  Asylum  gene-  Health, 
rally,  has  been  good,  throughout  the  year, — and  a 
total  freedom  from  epidemic  or  endemic  disease  has 
prevailed.  In  the  Spring,  one  case  of  modified  small- 
;  pox  occurred  in  a  male  patient  four  days  after 
,  admission,  but  happily,  by  immediate  removal  away 
i  from  the  Asylum,  the  spread  of  the  disease  was 
arrested  and  caused  this  to  be  an  isolated  case. 

Neither  accidents  nor  injuries  have  occurred  to  Exemption 
disturb  the  orderly  propriety  of  the  daily  routine  ;  accidents. 
and  although  three  inquests  have  been  held,  they 
have  occurred  upon  cases  brought  into  the  Asylum, 

— either  dying  from  wounds  inflicted  previously  to 
admission,  or  from  other  causes,  unconnected  with 
residence  therein. 

Offensive  smells,  said  to  arise  from  the  irrigation  Sewerage. 

:  used  on  the  land  belonging  to  the  Asylum ; — a  system 
il  which  has  been  in  operation  for  more  than  twenty- 
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five  years  without  ever  being  previously  found 
injurious,  either  to  the  Asylum  or  the  adjoining 
inhabitants, — have  at  length,  caused  some  of  the 
persons  living  in  the  neighbourhood,  to  take  sum¬ 
mary  steps  to  abate  the  supposed  evil.  After  care¬ 
ful  consideration,  measures  are  about  to  be  taken  to 
disinfect  the  sewerage  before  its  outfall  on  the  land  ; 
and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  method  when  in 
operation,  although  attended  with  great  expense, 
may  meet  the  objections  of  those  complaining,  and 
at  the  same  time  not  diminish  the  value  of  the 
manure. 

The  farm  attached  to  the  Asylum,  although 
not  of  great  extent,  affords  healthy  employment  to 
many  of  the  inmates,  and  by  its  profitable  results 
assists  in  diminishing  the  charge  for  maintenance. 
By  the  use  of  the  liquid  manure,  now  complained  of, 
double  crops  are  obtained,  and  if  deprived  of  this 
innocuous  but  productive  fertilizer, — the  value  of  the 
land  would  be  greatly  lessened ;  whilst  the  benefit 
to  accrue  to  the  neighbourhood  would  be  very 
trifling,  if  any. 

Over-crowded  Happily  no  bad  results  have  occurred  from  the 

Asylum.  over-crowded  beds  in  the  Asylum  during  the  year, 
which  probaby  would  not  have  been  the  case  had 
the  ventilation  been  less  perfect.  By  the  removal, 
however,  of  the  first  28  lunatics  on  the  20th  of 
December  to  the  auxiliary  Asylum  at  Burnt- 
wood,  then  opened,  great  relief  has  been  obtained  ; 
and  by  the  frequent  transfer  of  patients  from 
one  Asylum  to  the  other  much  benefit,  to  the 
health  of  those  exchanged,  may  reasonably  be 
anticipated. 
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The  conduct  of  the  officers,  attendants  and  Conduct  of 
servants,  on  the  staff  of  the  Asylum,  has  been  very 
satisfactory  throughout  the  year ;  and  except  from 
the  suicide  of  one  of  the  male  attendants  during  a 
temporary  fit  of  insanity,  no  cases  requiring  inves¬ 
tigation,  have  occurred.
